To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 

Pennsylvania  Military  Academy  : 

Gentlemen, 

It  affords  me  pleasure  to  report  that  during  the  session  just 
closed  the  Academy  has  prospered,  both  in  the  increase  of  its 
patronage,  and  the  successful  training  of  the  cadets. 

From  the  opening  of  the  session  the  attendance  has  been 
full,  and  could  have  been  largely  increased  had  additional  cadet 
quarters  been  at  our  disposal.  To  meet  this  demand,  and  to 
afford  some  additional  facilities  to  the  corps,  we  commenced  the 
erection  of  an  extension  to  the  Academy  early  in  the  spring. 

This  extension  which  consists  of  a  wing  to  the  main  edifice, 
forty-four  by  sixty-four  feet,  adds  largely  to  our  already  spacious 
building,  and  will  contribute  much  to  the  comfort  and  con¬ 
venience  of  the  eadets. 

In  the  basement  is  an  extensive  wash  and  bath  room,  having 
tubs  set  just  below  the  level  of  the  floor.  A  tank  of  four  thou¬ 
sand  gallons  capacity  supplies  water,  heated  to  any  desired 
temperature,  sufficient  for  the  bathing  of  one  hundred  and  fifty 
cadets.  This  room,  being  double  floored  and  partially  heated, 
affords  a  suitable  and  comfortable  place  for  drill  when  the  tem¬ 
perature  is  too  low  for  protracted  exercise  in  our  ordinary  drill 


hall. 
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The  Assembly  Room,  forty  by  sixty  feet,  and  about  fifteen 
high,  admirably  ventilated,  occupies  the  main  floor,  and  will  be 
a  spacious  hall  for  all  the  public  exercises  of  the  Academy.  Our 
present  Assembly  Room  will  be  divided  into  class-rooms,  and 
thus  we  shall  be  enabled  to  enlarge  very  much  the  capacity 
and  convenience  of  our  Laboratory, — a  want  which  the  size  of 
our  classes  renders  imperative. 

The  two  stories  above  the  Assembly  Room  are  divided  into 
private  rooms,  affording  quarters  for  about  thirty  additional 
cadets. 

An  admirable  feature  of  this  extension  is  the  Observatory, 
which  will  occupy  its  dome.  This  rests  upon  heavy  stone  piers, 
securing  a  firm  foundation  for  the  instrument.  A  telescope  of  high 
power  has  been  purchased,  and  is  ready  to  be  placed  in  position. 

These  improvements  will  afford  us  a  completeness  of  appara¬ 
tus  for  instruction  in  the  practical  sciences,  and  convenience  and 
extent  of  arrangement  in  the  Laboratory,  equal  to  the  prospective 
wants  of  the  Institution.  The  entire  building  is  heated  by  steam, 
lighted  by  gas,  and  is  abundantly  supplied  with  the  purest  spring 
water,  upon  every  floor,  from  tanks  containing  from  seven  to  eight 
thousand  gallons. 

The  building  will  be  completed  by  the  middle  of  August,  at 
a  cost,  when  furnished,  of  about  twenty  thousand  dollars,  which 
we  feel  confident  will  more  than  repay  in  the  increased  efficiency 
it  will  lend  to  the  work  of  instruction.  The  day  is  passed  when 
any  institution  can  depend  upon  old  appliances  for  scientific 
training,  and  we  have  spared  no  pains  to  furnish  to  cadets  all 
modern  facilities  on  the  most  generous  scale. 

During  the  session,  the  studies  in  all  the  departments  have 
in  general  been  pursued  with  commendable  zeal  and  correspond¬ 
ing  success.  It  is  worthy  of  note  that  a  relatively  larger  number 
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of  cadets  have  obtained  a  high  average  grade  than  during  any 
previous  year  in  the  history  of  the  Academy.  The  wisdom  of 
the  creation  of  a  Professorship  in  the  English  Language  and 
Literature  last  year,  was  evidenced  in  the  increased  progress  of 
the  classes  in  that  department. 

It  will  be  gratifying  to  you  to  learn  that  the  War  Depart¬ 
ment  has  detailed  Capt.  Thomas  J.  Lloyd,  of  the  regular  army, 
to  be  Professor  of  Military  Science  in  the  Academy.  This  will 
leave  the  departments  of  Mathematics,  Mechanics  and  Engineer¬ 
ing  under  the  charge  of  graduates  of  the  United  States  Military 
Academy ;  thus  affording  to  cadets  in  Engineering  the  most 
thorough  and  experienced  instructors  in  these  important  branches. 

While  every  effort  has  been  made  to  render  the  course  of 
instruction  in  the  Scientific  Department  thorough  and  exacting, 
we  have  not  lost  sight  of  the  Elementary  English  Branches ;  but 
have  impressed  upon  the  cadets  in  the  lower  classes  the  import¬ 
ance  of  a  thorough  mastery  of  these  in  order  to  be  prepared  for 
a  more  advanced  course. 

The  deportment  of  the  corps  has  been  generally  good,  with 
rare  violations  of  regulations  which  have  been  promptly  checked. 

But  these  cases  of  disorder,  it  is  but  just  to  say,  have  been 
in  marked  contrast  with  the  conduct  of  the  rest  of  the  corps, 
whose  cheerful  discharge  of  duty  has  not  been  interfered  with 
by  a  single  case  of  general  disorder  during  the  session. 

It  is  a  matter  of  devout  thanksgiving  that  not  a  year  has 
passed  in  the  history  of  the  Academy  without  some  evidence  of 
the  presence  of  God’s  Spirit  directing  the  minds  of  the  cadets  to 
the  necessity  of  a  life  of  faith  in  Christ.  For  several  months,  and 
even  to  the  close  of  the  session,  this  influence  existed  largely,  and 
resulted  in  the  hopeful  conversion  of  a  number  who  have  united 
with  the  churches  of  their  parents. 
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The  general  health  of  the  corps  has  been  remarkably  good 
during  the  session ;  but  two  or  three  cases  of  serious  sickness  oc¬ 
curred  about  the  close  of  the  spring  term  which,  with  a  single 
exception,  soon  yielded  to  prompt  medical  treatment. 

We  regret  to  have  the  melancholy  duty  of  reporting  the 
death  of  cadet  A.  G.  Barndollar,  who  had  recently  entered  the 
Academy  with  health  enfeebled  by  the  disease  that  terminated  his 
life.  The  sudden  death  of  this  estimable  young  man,  just  as  his 
pleasing,  social  and  mental  traits  were  becoming  appreciated, 
was  deeply  felt  by  the  Corps.  During  the  past  twenty  years, 
having  been  continually  in  charge  of  some  educational  institu¬ 
tion,  this  is  the  second  occasion  of  the  death  of  a  student  while 
under  our  charge,  and  this  sad  circumstance  has  more  than  ever 
impressed  us  with  the  heavy  responsibility  of  our  position. 

On  the  21st  of  J une  occurred  the  Annual  Commencement, 
which  was  largely  attended  by  the  patrons  and  friends  of  the  In¬ 
stitution.  The  literary  exercises,  consisting  of  original  orations, 
evinced  much  thought,  and  were  highly  commended.  The  degree 
of  Civil  Engineer  was  conferred  upon  the  members  of  the  gradu¬ 
ating  class,  eight  in  number,  by  the  President  of  the  Board,  who 
accompanied  the  presentation  of  the  diplomas  with  some  eloquent 
remarks,  urging  them  to  fight  manfully  the  battle  of  life. 

The  Military  Exercises,  including  Review,  Infantry  Drill, 
Dress  Parade  and  Artillery  Practice,  were  conducted  under  the 
inspection  of  Ex-Governor  James  Pollock.  These  exercises  were 
witnessed  by  a  large  number  of  spectators,  and  showed,  we  be¬ 
lieve,  that  in  this  department  the  high  reputation  of  the  Academy 
has  been  fully  sustained. 

It  remains  only  to  add  that,  in  the  future  as  in  the  past,  it 
will  be  our  aim  in  the  management  of  the  Academy  to  make  it 
thorough  in  all  its  departments,  and  worthy  the  confidence  it  so 
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largely  enjoys.  With  a  view  to  greater  promptness  in  resuming 
work,  you  will  notice  that  the  clay  for  commencing  the  sessions 
and  parts  of  sessions,  has  been  changed  from  Thursday  to 
Wednesday. 

Enclosed  is  a  copy  of  the  Annual  Report  made,  according 
to  the  requirements  of  our  charter,  to  the  Governor  of  the  State, 
of  the  six  cadets  whose  average  grades  in  conduct,  scholarship 
and  military  exercises  were  highest  during  the  session  just  closed. 

Thanking  you,  gentlemen,  in  the  name  of  the  Academic 
Staff,  for  the  unfailing  interest  you  have  ever  manifested  in 
whatever  pertained  to  the  prosperity  of  the  Academy,  and  for 
your  cordial  co-operation  in  our  efforts  to  promote  the  highest 
good  of  those  committed  to  our  care.

The  Pennsylvania  Military  Academy  is  located  at  Chester,  on  the  line  of 
the  Philadelphia,  Wilmington  and  Baltimore  Railroad,  and  about  a  half  hour’s 
ride  from  Philadelphia. 

The  buildings  occupy  an  elevated  site,  and  command  an  extensive  view 
of  the  Delaware  river,  and  of  the  surrounding  country.  The  grounds  comprise 
twenty-five  acres,  a  portion  of  which  is  tastefully  laid  out  and  decorated  with 
ornamental  trees.  Having  been  erected  expressly  for  the  Academy,  these 
buildings  are  strictly  adapted  to  its  needs,  and  are  unsurpassed  by  any  school 
buildings  in  the  country. 

The  main  building  is  two  hundred  and  seventeen  feet  long,  fifty  feet  deep, 
and  four  stories  high,  designed  for  the  accommodation  of  one  hundred  and 
fifty  cadets,  with  the  Staff  Officers  requisite  for  their  government.  The  private 
rooms,  intended  for  the  occupancy  each  of  two  cadets,  are  supplied  with  gas, 
heated  by  steam  upon  the  most  approved  plan,  and  well  ventilated. 

The  campus,  embracing  several  acres,  affords  a  superior  place  for  drill 
and  physical  recreation.  The  drill  room,  with  gymnasium  attached,  one 
hundred  feet  long,  sixty  wide,  and  twenty-five  high,  furnishes  unusual  ad¬ 
vantages  for  in-door  exercises.  A  skating  park,  covering  about  two  acres,  is 
upon  the  grounds  of  the  Academy. 

It  is  designed,  in  this  Institution,  to  unite  with  moral  and  mental  educa¬ 
tion,  a  thorough  course  of  military  instruction,  both  theoretical  and  practical. 
The  physical  exercises  attendant  upon  the  drills,  construction  of  fortifications, 
and  other  works  of  practical  engineering,  employ  much  of  the  time  of  recrea¬ 
tion  usually  wasted  by  students. 

In  all  the  routine  of  duties,  the  cadet  is  subject  to  a  system  of  regulations, 
designed  to  make  him  prompt,  systematic  and  gentleman-like. 

The  observation  of  several  years  has  convinced  the  President  that  this 
branch  of  military  instruction  tends  to  make  the  cadet  scrupulously  exact  and 
punctual  in  the  performance  of  duty.  The  President  has  had  a  long  and  suc¬ 
cessful  experience  in  the  conduct  of  military  institutions ;  he  appreciates  the 
responsibility  of  his  position,  and  labors  conscientiously  to  so  educate  the 
young  that  they  will  be  fitted  to  act  the  part  of  healthy,  wise  and  high-minded 
men.  The  charter  granted  by  the  Legislature,  confers  upon  the  Board  of 
Trustees  all  the  powers  and  privileges  of  the  highest  educational  institutions. 
It  requires  the  President  at  the  end  of  each  scholastic  year,  to  report  to  the 
Governor  of  this  Commonwealth,  the  six  cadets  who  have  ranked  highest  in 
the  Academy  during  the  previous  year.  It  also  authorizes  the  Governor  of 
this  Commonwealth  to  furnish  the  Academy  with  arms  for  the  infantry,  artillery 
and  cavalry  drills,  together  with  tents  and  other  camp  equipage. 

To  obtain  the  degree  of  A.  B.  the  cadet  must  have  completed  the  Colle¬ 
giate  Course,  and  passed  his  final  examinations ;  to  obtain  a  degree  in  the 
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Scientific  Department,  he  must  have  completed  the  Scientific  Course,  and 
passed  his  final  examination. 

It  is  believed  that  the  standard  of  studies  and  the  requirements  from  the 
cadets  will  compare  favorably  wtth  those  of  the  best  colleges  in  the  country. 

Cadets  of  correct  deportment,  are  permitted  to  study  in  their  private 
rooms ;  but  those  who  are  indolent  or  defective  in  general  conduct  are  required 
to  study  in  the  assembly  room,  where  an  officer  is  always  present. 

At  tattoo  the  cadets  will  retire  quietly  to  the  sleeping  apartments,  where 
each  in  his  own  appointed  bed,  may  repose  as  undisturbed  as  at  his  own  home. 
The  rule  of  the  sleeping  rooms  is  perfect  quietness  from  tattoo  until  reveille  ;  no 
conversation  upon  any  subject  whatever  is  permitted,  excepting  necessary 
communications  to  an  officer  of  the  Academy.  To  insure  this,  the  Officer  in 
charge  will  be  present,  and  strictly  enforce  this  regulation. 

The  Officer  in  charge  has  a  constant  oversight  of  the  cadets,  and  is 
responsible  for  their  good  behavior  during  his  tour  of  duty. 

This  constant  supervision  of  the  cadets  will  assure  parents  and  guardians 
that  no  effort  is  spared  to  avoid  the  influences  resulting  from  carelessness  or 
defective  discipline.

In  the  above  table  it  will  be  seen  that  eight  hours  per  day  are  assigned 
for  studies,  one  hour  for  drill,  eight  hours  for  sleep,  and  one  and  a-half  for 
meals,  leaving  five  and  a-half  hours  for  recreation  or  special  duties. 

Upon  Saturday — and  the  Sabbath  of  course — this  table  is  varied  from,  but 
all  duties  on  every  day  are  performed  with  the  strictest  regard  for  punctuality. 
All  trains  of  the  Philadelphia,  Wilmington  and  Baltimore  Railroad  stop 
at  Chester. 
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MENTAL  CULTURE. 

In  the  work  of  instruction  the  President  is  aided  by  a  corps  of  experienced 
and  competent  teachers,  who  devote  their  time  exclusively  to  the  business  of 
the  Academy. 

Each  instructor  has  been  selected  because  of  his  peculiar  fitness  for  the 
department  to  which  he  is  assigned,  and  he  is  held  responsible  for  the  faithful 
discharge  of  his  duty  to  his  classes.  In  order  to  satisfy  himself  of  the  proper 
advancement  of  all  the  cadets,  the  President  frequently  examines  the  respective 
classes. 

Thoroughness  is  aimed  at  in  all  instruction,  and  no  pains  are  spared  to 
teach  the  cadet  to  think ,  and  to  impart  habits  of  observation  and  reflection.  In 
the  Mathematics  and  Practical  Sciences  it  is  sought  to  make  the  knowledge 
imparted  available  in  the  mechanical  pursuits,  and  in  Engineering  in  all  its 
branches. 

The  Academy  is  supplied  with  costly  and  extensive  apparatuses  for  illus¬ 
trating  almost  every  branch  of  Natural  Science,  and  also  with  instruments  for 
field  exercises  in  Surveying  and  Engineering. 

The  Laboratory  is  large  and  commodious,  and  all  cadets  in  the  higher 
classes  are  exercised  in  Practical  Chemistry  and  Chemical  Analysis.  An 
Observatory  furnished  with  Telescope  complete,  affords  every  desirable  facility 
in  the  study  of  Astronomy. 

Camplete  courses  of  Lectures  are  given,  during  the  session,  to  the  classes 
in  Natural  Science,  and  many  lectures  of  general  interest  to  the  whole 
Academy. 

Those  cadets  who,  upon  examination,  are  found  deficient  in  the  elemen¬ 
tary  English  branches,  viz:  Orthography,  Reading,  Penmanship,  and  the 
rudimentary  principles  of  Arithmetic  and  Grammar,  will  be  required  to  give 
their  exclusive  attention  to  these  studies  until,  in  the  judgment  of  the  President, 
they  are  prepared  for  a  more  advanced  course. 

Previous  to  each  of  the  vacations,  there  is  an  examination  upon  the  studies 
pursued  during  the  current  part  of  the  session.  The  examinations  are  preceded 
by  thorough  reviews  in  all  the  classes. 


M 0 T|A L  TRAILING  JLND  DISCIPLINE. 

In  moral  training,  the  Bible  is  the  principal  text  book,  and  by  all  prudent 
means,  the  adoption  of  its  principles  as  the  standards  of  truth  and  duty,  is 
recommended.  It  is  designed  that  a  strong  religious  (but  not  sectarian)  influ¬ 
ence  shall  pervade  the  training  and  discipline  of  the  cadets.  Upon  the  Sab¬ 
bath  all  attend  church  in  the  care  of  some  member  of  the  Academic  or  Military 
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Staff, — the  denominational  preference  of  parents  will  be  consulted  so  far  as 
convenient. 

All  cadets  spend  a  portion  of  the  Sabbath  in  the  study  of  the  Scriptures. 
They  also  attend  the  daily  devotional  exercises  of  the  Academy. 

It  is  aimed  to  imbue  them  with  high-minded  and  gentleman-like  senti¬ 
ments.  Truthfulness,  honor,  candor  of  disposition,  and  doing  right  because  it 
is  right,  are  insisted  upon.  By  appealing  to  the  moral  sense,  discipline  is 
often  a  means  of  elevating  the  character,  and  a  cheerful  obedience  to  rules  is 
secured. 

A  system  of  discipline  has  been  devised  and  adopted,  which  consists  of 
five  grades  of  standing,  denominated  respectively — correct,  first,  second,  third 
and  fourth  delinquents.  Each  grade  of  delinquency  has  a  certain  class  of 
penalties  attached.  These  penalties  consist  principally  of  extra  guard  duty, 
and  the  deprivation  of  privileges  allowed  to  other  cadets. 

If  a  cadet  pass  through  the  fourth  grade  of  delinquency  without  reforma¬ 
tion,  or  commit  any  flagrant  violation  of  order  or  decorum,  he  will  be  tried  by 
the  Academic  Staff,  and  may  be  retired,  dismissed  or  expelled  from  the 
Academy;  if  he  be  too  young  for  this  sort  of  discipline  he  shall  be  governed, 
though  corporal  punishment  become  necessary.  It  is  determined  that  the 
laws  of  this  Academy  shall  be  enforced  and  the  authority  of  its  officers  re¬ 
spected  ;  the  means  used  to  this  end  will  be  as  mild  as  is  consistent  with  its 
accomplishment. 

At  Christmas  and  Easter,  each  patron  will  receive  a  faithful  report  of  the 
conduct  and  scholarship  of  his  son  or  ward,  and  at  the  end  of  the  session  a 
general  merit  roll,  giving  a  comprehensive  view  of  the  real  standing  of  all 
cadets,  will  be  published  in  the  Annual  Circular. 

All  articles  sent  to  cadets  will  be  inspected  by  the  Quartermaster,  and 
any  article  deemed  objectionable,  will  be  returned  by  express  to  the  sender, 
but  patrons  are  requested  not  to  send  provision  of  any  kind  to  the  Academy. 

The  use  of  spirituous  or  fermented  liquors,  of  tobacco  in  any  form,  and 
of  cards  or  dice,  is  strictly  prohibited. 

MILITARY  INSTRUCTION. 

This  is  divided  into  two  departments — Theoretical  and  Practical. 

The  former  consists  of  the  studies  of  the  drills  of  the  several  corps  of  the 
army,  strategy,  field  fortifications,  siege  operations,  construction  of  roads  and 
bridges,  and  other  branches  of  military  engineering.  This  course  is  pursued 
in  the  school  room  during  the  hours  assigned  for  study;  it  is  optional,  and 
may  be  omitted  at  the  request  of  parents  or  guardians. 

The  practical  consists  of  the  drills  in  infantry  and  artillery  tactics — the 
sword  and  bayonet  exercise,  guard  duty,  the  construction  of  field  fortifications, 
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and  so  much  of  the  other  actual  field  operations  included  in  military  engineer¬ 
ing,  as  the  time  of  the  cadets  will  permit.  This  course  is  attended  to  in  the 
hours  assigned  for  drill  in  the  table  of  time,  and  all  cadets  are  required  to 
participate  in  it. 

For  developing  muscle,  expanding  the  chest,  and  making  the  whole 
physical  man  healthy  and  vigorous,  and  at  the  same  time  for  giving  an  erect 
and  graceful  carriage,  and  for  teaching  habits  of  promptness,  order  and  punctu¬ 
ality,  practical  military  instruction  is  unequalled. 

To  facilitate  instruction  in  this  department  the  State  has  furnished  a  full 
battery  of  six  brass  guns,  and  artillery  and  cavalry  sabres. 

The  instructors  in  these  departments  are  gentlemen  thoroughly  educated 
in  the  military  schools  of  this  country  or  Europe,  some  of  them  having  been 
engaged  in  active  service  in  the  field. 


THE  HOSPITAL. 

The  hospital  is  admirably  adapted  to  afford  perfect  quiet  and  comfort  to 
the  sick,  and  convenience  to  the  nurses. 

In  cases  of  sickness  more  threatening  than  those  light  attacks  of  headache, 
etc.,  with  which  boys  are  often  visited,  parents  may  rely  upon  the  prompt 
attendance  of  the  surgeon  or  such  other  physician  as  the  patron  or  President 
may  designate.  Attentive  and  experienced  nurses  will  do  all  that  is  possible 
to  relieve  the  suffering. 


WARDROBE,  UNIFORM,  &c. 

The  dress  uniform  of  cadet  gray  will  be  made  and  trimmed  according  to 
pattern  in  the  Academy. 

The  cap  will  be  made  of  blue  cloth,  according  to  pattern  in  the  Academy. 

The  overcoat  will  be  made  of  gray  kersey,  according  to  pattern  in  the 
Academy. 

Every  cadet  will  be  required  to  have  one  suit  of  uniform  always  in  order. 
For  undress,  a  sack  coat  and  browsers  of  cadet  gray,  made  and  trimmed  accord¬ 
ing  to  pattern  in  Academy,  will  be  worn  when  off  duty. 

In  order  to  secure  perfect  uniformity  and  cheapness,  all  uniform  clothing 
must  be  purchased  of  the  tailor  of  the  Academy,  Mr.  M.  C.  Thackray,  No. 
1748  North  Thirteenth  Street,  Philadelphia,  or  at  the  Academy,  when  it  is 
more  convenient  to  patrons. 
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Each  cadet  shall  provide  himself  with  the  following  articles :

This  inventory  has  been  prepared  in  order  that  parents  may  not  send  to 
the  Academy  other  articles;  as  no  other  dress  than  that  prescribed  shall  be 
worn  by  cadets  on  any  occasion,  without  permission,  after  the  cadet  shall  have 
been  provided  with  the  uniform. 

The  articles  marked  thus  (*)  must,  for  the  sake  of  uniformity,  be  procured 
of  the  Quartermaster — to  those  desiring  it,  he  will  furnish  any  articles  on  the 
above  list.  The  Quartermaster' s  Department  is  administered  as  economically 
as  practicable  ;  no  profits  whatever  accrue  to  the  Academy  from  its  transactions.

The  Academical  Year  consists  of  one  session,  commencing  on  the  first 
Wednesday  in  September,  and  ending  on  the  last  Tuesday  in  June,  intermit¬ 
ting  two  weeks  at  Christmas,  and  one  week  at  Easter.

On  Wednesday,  September  7th,  Wednesday,  January  4th,  and  Wednesday, 
April  12th,  at  6  o’clock,  P.  M.,  the  first  drum  of  the  respective  parts  of  the  ses¬ 
sion  will  be  beat  for  duty.  If  parents  knew  and  felt  the  unspeakable  importance 
of  punctuality  in  obtaining  an  education,  not  one  cadet  would  be  absent  unless 
detained  by  real  sickness. 

It  is  a  rule  of  this  Academy  that  every  cadet  shall  answer  to  the  first  roll 
call  after  each  vacation,  and  failure  so  to  do,  will  be  regarded  and  punished  as 
want  of  punctuality  at  any  other  period  of  the  session. 

No  cadet  will  be  permitted  to  leave  the  Academy  during  the  time  of 
school  duty,  except  in  cases  which  the  judgment  of  the  President  shall  deter¬ 
mine  as  strictly  necessary. 

Saturday  afternoon,  between  the  hours  of  two  and  five,  is  the  only  time 
assigned  for  parents  and  friends  to  visit  cadets.  Visiting  the  Institution  upon 
the  Sabbath  is  positively  prohibited. 


FINANCIAL. 

The  charges  per  session,  are  payable  one  half  upon  entering,  the  remainder 
on  the  1st  of  January,  but  cadets  entering  on  or  after  the  1st  of  January  will 
pay  in  full  to  end  of  session. 

Cadets  entering  after  the  second  week  of  the  session,  will  be  charged  only 
from  date  of  entrance;  one  half  upon  entering,  the  remainder  on  the  1st  of 
January.  It  is  a  condition  upon  which  the  cadet  is  admitted,  that  he  remain 
in  the  Academy  until  the  end  of  the  current  session  unless  discharged  by  the 
President.

Injury  to  property  will  be  repaired  at  the  expense  of  the  cadet  committing 
it,  and  his  spending  money,  so  far  as  necessary  or  sufficient,  will  be  appropri¬ 
ated  for  this  purpose. 

Bills  arising  from  medical  attendance,  medicine  and  nursing,  will  be  ex¬ 
tra.  Should  sickness  detain  any  cadet  from  the  Academy  longer  than  one 
month,  six  dollars  per  week  will  be  refunded,  as  the  estimated  cost  of  board 
and  washing. 

It  is  an  invariable  rule  that  all  spending  money  shall  be  deposited  with 
the  Treasurer  for  disbursement,  and  that  cadets  shall  receive  no  money  from 
parents  or  others,  except  through  him,  while  subject  to  the  regulations  of  the 
institution. 

Cadets  will  incur  no  bills  without  distinct  permission  from  the  President 
of  the  Academy. 

No  bills  will  be  incurred  for  cadets,  except  by  an  order  from  parents  or 
guardians,  and  on  the  account  of  funds  previously  deposited  with  the  Treas¬ 
urer  ;  but  the  fact  of  a  parent’s  sending  a  son  to  the  Academy,  shall  be  con¬ 
sidered  an  order  to  furnish  him  with  and  keep  in  order  the  articles  required  in 
this  circular. 

Drafts  will  be  forwarded  for  all  bills  not  paid  within  ten  days  after  pre¬ 
sentation. 
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These  are  the  English,  Scientific  and  Collegiate.  Cadets  to  be  admitted  into 
the  English  Course,  must  be  at  least  twelve  years  of  age  ;  into  the  Collegiate 
and  Scientific,  at  least  fourteen.

The  grades  are  determined  with  the  greatest  care  and  accuracy,  and  as 
shown  in  the  merit  roll  of  the  classes,  give  a  correct  and  comprehensive  view 
of  the  conduct  and  scholarship  of  the  cadets. 

ioo  is  the  Normal  Grade  in  each  department  of  study  and  conduct,  and 
its  retainment  implies  perfectness  in  the  cadet.  This  grade  is  lowered  by 
violation  of  rule,  neglect  of  duty  or  deficient  scholarship,  in  proportion  to  the 
gravity  of  the  offence. 

When  in  any  department,  the  grade  of  a  cadet  falls  to  zero,  he  is  ipso  facto, 
dismissed  from  the  Academy.
